Houston, Sept. 12.—J. B. W. Smith, 
who went to Galveston from Denver 
about one month ago and who was in 
Saturday night's storm, reached the city 
Tuesday alter having had an experience 
which he will remember the balance of 
his life. 
He started from Galveston Monday 
afternoon aud in walking from tho foot 
of Broadway to the Santa Fe bridge lie 
counted 200 dead bodies hung up ou the 
wire feuces, to say nothing of those float­ 
ing in the water.

out of planks and in company with Clegg 
Stewart made for the mainland, which 
he reached after hours of exposure. 
In every direction in crossing the bay 
they saw the feet of corpses sticking out 
of tho water and encountered drifts of 
all kinds. 
Upon reaching laud they walked to 
Hitchcock, Mr. Stewart’s home, aud 
found that 25 persons had lost their 
lives there aud that iii addition 50 bod­ 
ies that had floated ashore had been 
buried there. 
Mr. Smith is of the opinion that few 
persons living west of Fortieth street 
were saved. 
From his observation the 
newspaper reports of the disaster are 
exceedingly conservative, aud he is sat­ 
isfied that more persons than reported 
lost their lives. 
Before leaving Galveston he learned 
that the Pensacola, which was driven 
out to sea INO miles by the storm and 
which was reported lost, had returned 
and that its captain reported having 
seen bodies floating in the water ten 
miles out.
